WEST ALBERTA 
FARM LAND TO 
BE OPENED UP, 


Available For Homestead 
Entry At An Early 


Date 


Farm lands in the western part 
of this province will be thrown 
open for homestead entry by the 
provincial government, it was 
learned on reliable authority on 
Wednesday, It was learned that 
the necessary authority will be 
incorporated in legislation to be 
brought down at the present ses- 
sion through an amendment to 
the provincial lands act. 

During the last two years there 
has been no filing of homesteads in} 
that part of the province west of 
the fifth meridian, which is a line| 
north and south about 20 miles west 
of this city. 

The proposed legislation would 
permit the filing of homesteads on 
suitable agricultural lands to the 
west of the fifth meridian, whereas 
at present there is a general ban on 
all filings in that area. 

Persons more than 17 years old 
may file homesteads. It is not nec- | 
essary that they be British subjects,

Mr. Duggan told the legislature the 
west has not benefited from the estab- 
lishment of the Bank of Canada as a pub- 
lic-owned institution. Perhaps not, but 
perhaps it has. It will be noted that in- 
terest rates are down and loans are now 
obtainable. Before the Bank was created 
interest rates were prohibitive, and loans 
were obtainable only on a margin of se- 
curity that was also prohibitive. 

However it is to be explained, scarce 
and dear money has given place to plenti- 
ful and relatively cheap money. If the 
Bank did not bring this about, Govern- 
ment policy must have done it. And Gov- 
ernment money policy is operated through 
the Bank and by its regulative control 
over credit. 

No doubt the chartered banks could 
have eased “tight” money with a more 
liberal lending policy. But they didn’t, 
and there was no prospect they would, 
until the Bank came into operation. 

The Bank's resources have not been 
employed as extensively as they might 
have been, but there is evidence that they 
have been employed in the right direc- 
tion. If Mr. Duggan's idea is that the 
Bank might as well be abolished, or hand- 
ed back to private ownership, he may as 
well forget it.

If Time and Money Count 


If Premier Pattullo takes note of what 
is going on in the prairie provinces—and 
he likely does—he will observe a quite 
wide-spread conviction here that the pro- 
per route for a highway to Alaska lies 
across the plains, and not through the 
mountains of British Columbia 

He may detect also widely diversified 
notions as to the particular section of the 
prairie country the highway should tra- 
verse. The prairies have in fact devel- 
oped a rich variety of prospective routes 
for the Alaska highway. These corres- 
pond in number and location with the 
number and location of prairie centres of 
the larger type, since each of these would 
like to be on the highway-to-be and can 
show reasons why it should be 

Just to keep the record straight, may 
it be recalled here The Bulletin long ago 
Suggested that the cheapest and quickest 
way to build a highway to Alaska would 
be to extend the highway system of Al- 
berta north from the Peace River dis- 
trict? That claim still stands against 
rival contentions on behalf of other 
prairie centres, and also against the Bri- 
tish Columbia p: ict. If the aim is to 
get the road built in the least time at the 
least cost, the Alberta route is by all odds 
preferable. 

On the ground that he “saw it first,” 
Premier Pattullo may claim priority for 
British Columbia. If the idea is to con- 
struct a combined tourist and military 
highway, that province undoubtedly has 
a good case. But if time is important and 
cost a factor of major consideration, the 
place to start building the highway is in 
the Peace River district of Alberta; there 
being already a highway from Peace 
River to the international boundary.

Fewer Provinces? 


The cost of government in Canada is com- 
pelling Canadians to give some thought to the 
problem of reducing costs, and various sugges- 


tions have been put forward. There is a pretty 
general admission that, what with municipal 
government, provincial government and federal 
government, we are over-governed. The ques- 
tion is, what can be done about it? 

Premier Hepburn, back from a trip to Aus- 
tralia, where they have problems of over-gov- 
ernment, just as we have, suggests the advis- 
ability of uniting the three Maritime Provinces 
into one province and the three prairie provinces 
into one. Mr. Paul Martin, one of the rising 
young Liberals at Ottawa, would unite all the 
western provinces. Mr. Hepburn would have a 
Canada of five provinces, Mr. Martin of four. 

There is really nothing very new about these 
suggestions. The proposals have been made on 
various occasions, and the Rowell Commission, 
in its visits to the various provincial capitals, 
east and west, tried to sound public opinion on 
the question. It found a certain amount of ap- 
proval in theory and some regret that larger 
provinces and fewer of them had not been made 
in the beginning. It found no enthusiasm for 
a change now, and considerable doubt as to 
whether consolidation was now practicable.— 
Vancouver Province. 


It Just Doesn't Happen 


It is to be hoped that no well-informed citi- 
zen of British Columbia really credits these 
stories that Japanese have constructed secret oil 
tanks on the West Coast or cement gun em- 
placements in Kootenay. There are efficient 
members of the provincial police stationed in all 
parts of the province who would make reports of 
any activities of the kind indicated, if there was 
any substance in them. The Japanese do some 
curious and unexplained things, but they are not 
quite so foolish as to carry out what rumor says 
they have done. 

Questions have been asked at Ottawa about 
“mysterious” timber deals by which Japanese 
have bought important holdings in this province. 
There is no mystery about it. Details of these 
timber purchases have been published in various 
newspapers and official statements of ownership 
are on file by Japanese, the same as if the owners 
were of Canadian nationality. 

We think it is highly undesirable that Japan- 
ese should be allowed to own and cut timber in 
British Columbia and send the logs by ship to 
Japan to be processed by Japanese labor. The 
laws that permit this sort of thing are wrong, in 
our opinion. But there is no use in blaming the 
Japanese, so long as our regulations permit them 
to do what they are doing. 

Some weeks ago a city newspaper published 
several columns of a fantastic yarn of a youth 
who claimed to have been kidnapped by Japanese 
destroyer operating in British Columbia coastal 
waters, It was interesting fiction, of course. The 
point is that fulmisations of the kind indicated 
should be properly labelled as products of a silly 
season; to be consumed, accordingly, with more 
than a grain of salt—Vaneouver Sun.

Per Capita Circulation 


Editor, Bulletin: Hon. H. H. 
Stevens, evidently swayed by the 
}delusive “quantitative theory” of 
money, so dear to the paper money 
| pundits. is worrying because Can- 


|ada’s per capita circulation is less 
than that of the United States, Aus- 
| tralia or Britain. So long as the 
Canadian dollar is “managed” to a 
valuation of 1/35 of an ounce of 
| gold, the price of a bushel of wheat 
depends on the amount of gold 
for which it will trade on the 
world market, regardless of the 
number of paper dollars outstanding 
in Canada, The same is true, gen- 
erally speaking, of every other 
Canadian product. Note what hap- 
pens to the price of a dozen eggs on 
the local market when the export 
demand comes into play in Montreal. 

If Mr. Stevens wishes to increase 
the amount of real money in circus 
| lation in Canada let him support 
the proposal made recently by the 
mining editor of the Globe and Mail, 
namely, that Canadian silver miners 
be given the privilege of sending 
their silver to the mint to be coined 
into dollars, half dollars, quarters 
and dimes, and returned to them as 
their property, less cost of minting 
and -ansportation, such coin to 
have the same legal] tender status as 
silver coin now in circulation, name- 
ly, up to an amount of $10.00. This 
of course would be special legisla- 
tion to benefit the silver miner, but 
it would injure no other producer.

eight times since the Brier was 
inaugurated 12 years ago. 

Bob Cream’s Quebecers and Hows 
ard Palmer's Albertans came within 
an ace of scoring third-round wins, 
Quebec extending the veteran Rolly 
David's rink from British Colum- 
bia to an extra end. Alberta dashed 
to a sparkling finish against Mani- 
toba but its rally was just short 

of the mark. 

In four of the afternoon matches 
the winners had to rally to come 
out on top. Northern Ontario was 
never headed by Quebec, though the 
rinks were deadlocked once.

Port Pirie. Again she was found 
perfectly seaworthy, and was put 
back into service a second time. 
This time she remained afloat for 
another 17 years until she was fin- 
ally broken up in 1914,
